A canoe, carry- 
ing three of the Tirpnte party, Messrs. Carroll, 
McKenzie, and Patt#rson, ‘was the first to leave 
Tete-jeune-cache, and, as ‘it. ran considerably 
faster than the réffs, it arrived .at the rapids 
two days before the Hirst raft. Those who first 
reached thé place after them. were surprised to 
find this party still fthere.. Their canoe, which 
contained their provasions, tent, clothing, blan- 
kets, and even theiricoats, had foundered while 
they were attemptir ritodet it down the. canon 
by means of a larip§ and everything belonging 
to them was swept Away by the current. Dur- 
ing the interval that elapsed between this occur- 
rence and thearrif@ of the raft they were ex- 
posed to all the ineléneéncy of the weather, which 
at the time happened to be very cold and rainy, 
withont food, clothi§c, or shelter, Mr. Patter- |

son, one of the pattf,|had been compliining be- 
fure he‘left the Cabbe, of some slight affeetion of 
the throat, which fvas ‘greatly aggravited by | 
exposure. 4 This ¢&npe was followed by two | 
others, fastened tag#ther, carrying Messrs.” Ro- 
bertson, Warren, hed Douglas, of the Goderich | 
party, who shared fen a worse fate than those 
wlio precedvdkthems They had only reached the 
first ripple whoa their ~auncoes were suddenly 
caught by one of thE whirls and capsized, throw- 
ing them and all théitxzoods into the river.

Robertso, being @4god swimmer, immediately 
quitted the canoes; and strack out for the shore, 
at the same time ad#iging thesothers, who could 
not. swim, to cling them.

They} However succeeded itt main. | 
taining their hold} gd as they came to the>sar- | 
fuce at each revolation of the canoes, they could 
see Mr. Robertson stif] manfully ¢ontending with 
the angry waves, |)While at ‘each opportunity he 
would encourage thi to -hold tast, apparently | 
more concerned far#their safety than about his | 
own welfare.. Atiléngth the canoes drifted upon 
a shoal by. which) they were'enabled to make a 
small island in thé thiddle of the stream. After 
regaining their feet thdir first thoucht was to look 
efter their companion!

Of 
the parties that siddeeded us, two, namely : Mr. 
Carpenter, of Torbilto, and Mr. P. Leader, of tlie 
county of Huron, Ginada, were drowned by the 
upsetting of canoes under similar cireumstances. 


Immediately after pesing these rapids the chan- 
nel again widens |(git and the current becomes 
quite sluggish. ¢ country, too, assumes some- 
thing of the same mapect as that above the canon. 
So placid indeed wa the stream during the whole 
of Saturday, and jpresented such a marked con- 
trast with its turti@lént character at the rapids, 
that we were inde to float all night. . I men- 
tion this instance! ## an example of that condi- 
tion of security, df secklesness arid of blind con- 
vhichaen are apt to fall, who have 
long Leen accustdified to meeting dangers in 
various forms, ang encountering difficulties of 
different kinds. [Euhcy a party of twenty-three 
men, who had but, pécently escaped so many im- 
minent perils, and Withont any knowledge of the 
dangers that mightjbe before them, spreading 
their beds on the raft and lying down to sleep, at 
the mercy of the ctitrent, with as much compos- 
ure and as little goppern for the possible conse- 
quences of, sacha ay as though they were 
safely resting upori serra firma. But the ocenr- 
rences of the followfhg morning awakened us to 
a keener sense of thé risk we had been running. 
Daylight had scardily dawned when we were 
troused by the wageh with the intelligence that 
the raft was ronuifgy much faster than usual ; 
and upor taking: | abiprigs from objects upon 
the shore we dise@tered that we were going ata 
fearful velocity, | We had reached a long stretch 
of rapids whieh cod{imued for a distance of about 
fifteen miles ; and) glthough there was an abund- 
ance of room whife.we fullowed the right track;

our "provisions were nearly out, and there was 
nothing for us to-buy at the Fort... This was the 
most northerly point reached during our journey. 
Mr. Charles, the master of Fort George, was 
at this time down the river for witter supplies ; 


jand, as‘he was, hourly expected, we waited for) 


him until Wednesday morning the 10th, being 
desirous of obtaining all the information we could 
respecting the-character of the river and its min- 
ing prospects, and the’ distance and direction to 
Cariboo, - As he had not arrived at this time, we 
started again, accompanied by an Indian whom 
we hired to pilot ug through the rapids, which he 
represented as very dangerous. We reached the 


| place at 10 o'clock, about fifteen miles below Fort 


We found the river here divided into 
a.number of streams by huge rocks rising in the 
channel, against and between which the water 
rushed with considerable violence, but as they 
were far less difficult tonavigate than those we had 
already passed, they gave us but little trouble. 
The channel is obstructed in this manner for a 
distance of half-a-mile, and the broken and rugged

|-hanks, with theiroverhanging cliffs, bear a strik- 


ing resemblance to those of the great canon 
above Fort George. The must dangerous part 
of it consisted of a shelving rock in the centre of 
the principal channel, upon which a large body of } 
water ‘was propelled.to some distance, and, faHing 
off at both sides, fortned a duuble whirlpool below. 
All passed through them in safety. Immediate- 


|ly below the rapids we fell in with a company of

miners, all Chinamen, who were. working with | 
rockers upon a bar on the left bank of the river. 
These were the first mining operations we saw ; 
but from this point all the way down the. river 
we were continually meeting small parties work- 
ing in the same manner, at intervals of every | 
three or four miles.
